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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed

Accordingly, if the question of abandonment arises when 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1.136 can no longer be used, then the 
application is abandoned when the unextended time for response 
has expired. Since, no extension of time fees are due on a 
petition for revival, the extension fees submitted with the 
present petition are being credited to counsel's deposit account.
